ANK CLEARANCES. 

In the record of bank clearances 
last week, containing the names of 
nearly one hundred cities, Los Angeles 
stood sixteenth on the list, with $10,- 
048,904 to its credit, being an increase 
of 67 per ¢ent. over the corresponding 
week of last year, and the highest ratio 
of increasé on the entire list. A few 
years ago Los Angeles ranked down !n 
the forties, several Coast cities being 
higher on the list. This mid-week in 
September 1905, the Coast cities, if we 
include Denver, rank as follows: San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Denver, Seattle, 
Sait Lake, Portland, Tacoma, Spokane. 
Of the prominent eastern cities which 
were far above Los Angeles five years 
ago, but are now below it, we may 
mention Milwaukee, Omaha, Provi- 
dence, Buffalo, Indianapolis, St. Paul, 
Richmond, Columbus, Washington and 
Savannah. It is true that the weekly 
aggregate Of bank clearances does not 
always denote the exact volume of 
financial transactions, but, taking the 
credited amounts, one week with an- 
other, they do indicate very fairly the 
relative volume of business transac- 
tions and the degree of business ac- 
tivity In the principal business centers 
of the country. . 

It is hot Strange, however, that Los 
Angeles ranks so high in the tabular 
statement of bank clearances. It is the 
commercial, financial and railroad me- 
tropolis of the great, and rapidly grow- 
ing and developing Southwest. It has 
no rival néarer than San Franéisco, 
nearly tive hundred miles to the north, 
or Denver, hearly two thousand miles 
to the northeast. But in its immedjate 
neighborhood, within a radius of 150 
miles, a distance which separates New 
York from Albany, are numerous sub- 
urban cities, ranging from 3000 to 
25,000 in population, all prosperous, 


int rapidly, and substantial tac- 


tors in the upbuilding of this empire 
of the Southwest. 

ILLING THE GOOSE. 

Laugh as we may at the stupidity 
of the ignorant country lout of days 
long past, who killed the goose that 
laid the golden egg, are not the great 
financiers of this latest age doing the 
same foolish act from time to time? 
Of course it was getting rich quite 
fast enough to have a bird which 
dropped an egg of gold a day, and that 
no robin’s egg, nor even pigeon’s egg, 
but a big goose egg. Anyone with 
sense would have seen that was get- 
ting rich rapidly. 

But he wag a get-rich-quick man of 
the early times. He could not wait, 
He wanted al] the eggs in a lump and 
cut the old goose up to get at the 
eource of all his wealth. He went 
into bankrupicy on the spot and 
never got another opportunity to be a 
millionaire. Foolish? Indeed"it was. 

What greater wisdom are the great 
men who manage insurance companies, 
trust companies, banks and similar 
concerns in these days of advanced 
civilization displaying? The world 
has been a whole flock of geese and 
good layers too, for the Hydes, Me- 
Calls, and Morgans, of the financial 
world. They laid full baskets of eggs. 
and all of gold, 24 carats fine, day by 
day. By the millions their. riches 
poured into the vaults of these in- 
stitutions. They drew salaries which 
dwarfed that of the President of the 
United States, and made those of 
Senators look jike thirty cents in cop- 
pers, to use the phrases of the street. 

But milliong a year did not seem 
enough. These great promoters 
wanted millions a day. They under- 
took to use the ax on the slender 
necks of the flock which wag doing 
al) the laying and, like silly geese, the 
whole flock took fright and went 
away flapping their wings and making 
an outcry like when one cries out 
“murder” in the night. 

The market was full to overflowing 
with money seeking investment in 
New York. Call money was going a- 
begging at 2 per cent. The commit- 
tee called in the herders of geese that 
lay golden eggs and began to inquire 
into what wag going on. The Per- 
kinses and their kind got on the stand 
and told how things ere done in the 
market, and in a week the glut of 
money al) disappears and call loans 
jump up to 4 per cent. The geese 
are afraid of the ax and all have gone 
off squawking with their supply of gol- 
den eggs with them. 

There is not @ sign of trouble in the 
financial sky anywhere. Crops are 
good, far better than usual; al] in- 
dustries are busy; all labor is em- 
ployed; wages are good; the market 
is full of money. There is no reason 
why business should not go on as it 
‘has been going, There is every rea- 
son why it should do so. Everything 
that makes for prosperity is in fuil 
sewing. Just ag long as the general 
public maintaing its head and puulic 
confidence remains unshaken, business 
will go actively on and the reign of 


prosperity will be unbroken. But once 


let the ge publie lose its con- 
fidence in getting a fair deal and the 
bottom will drop from under every in- 
dustry in the country. 

It is thé people's money insurance 
companies and ali the fiduciary con- 
cerns in the. world handle. These 
men are not using thejr own funds in 
these schemes. They 
ave am le to the public for the way 
they handle these funds. The people 
through their representatives in Con- 
gress and in State Legislatures have 
taken the precaution to pass laws 
governing the handling of these funds. 
These laws make all who accept the 
trust responsible for ‘their acts. 

To the great credit of the country, 
be it said, most of thase who occupy 
these placés of trust have been faith- 
ful to their trust. For these no laws 
are ‘necessary. But to our shame, be 
it said, too many have not been fajth- 
ful to their trust. The laws are made 
for such, and it is quite time these 
laws were rigidly enfarced. It is a 
good sign to see these big Insurance 
companies hauled over the coals and 
made to tell what they have been 
doing. It is said that the magnificent 
house on Fifth avenue, New York, be- 
longing to James H. Hyde, so far .as 
the title deeds go, is for sale and the 
grand inhabitant is looking up per- 
manent quarters in Paris. Any man who 
betrays so great a trust as that of 
managing a great life insurance com- 
pany and leaves the country, leaves it 
for his country’s good. In some cases 
he should. be made stay at home in 
close seclusion where he may serve as 
a wholesome warning {to others who 
might go and do likewise. 

Let these matters be sifted to the 
bottom and jet the motte of those who 
do the sifting be “Let no guilty man 
escape.” |

Mcintyre at Dedication. 
for many reasons; they do to 


mine. I don’t care what they 
come for—to begin with. If I can get 
their attenfion for one five minutes 
fixed on my Lord I am the happiest 
man in Los Angeles,” said Dr. Robert 
McIntyre yesterday afternoon in clos- 
ing his dedicatory sermon at the 
Methodist Chufch at Fifty-third and 
Main streets. 

This church ig not a new communion. 
It was begun pearly ten yeare ago in 
the old schoolhouse in the Harmony 
district on Figueroa street, a haif «4 
mile farther out than the present site. 
Last fall—eabout nine months ago—the 
church meeting place was moved to its 
present location and Rev. W. B. Bell 
was appointed its pastor. Three lots 
were bought at the corner of Fifty- 
third and Main streets, extending from 
the schoolhouse to the corner, for the 
purchase price of $1950. The church 
which was dedicated yesterday after- 
noon occupies the two inside lots, leav- 
Ing the corner clear. The society has 
been offered $3000 for the corner lot and 
refused it. The design is to eventually 
erect a handsome church building in 
this new and rapidly growing section 
of the city and use the portion that 
was dedicated yesterday for a Sundjday- 
school auditorium. It is a pretty 
brown gothic bnilding and cost $2700, 
all of which sum was subscribed yes- 
terday before the service was over. 
The architect, Mr. Iglehart, donated 
his fee of $100, and the gave 
liberally, wiping out the entire indebt- 
edness in a Short time under the in- 
spiring influence of Dr. A. W. Adkin- 
pon, presiding elder of the Los Angeles 
district, and of Dr. McIntyre and a 
half a dozen other Methodist ministers 
from sister churches, who were preés- 
ent and assisted in the service. Since
